Fab  4th 
Saturday 
at  Flat  Run

The  Fabulous  Fourth 
is  set  for  Saturday,  June 
30,  at  Flat  Run  Veterans’ 
Park. 

This  is  the  first  year  it 
will  be  at  this  park,  Mike 
Fisher,  president  of  the 
Rotary  Club,  said. 

“We’re  sort  of  testing 
out  the  waters,”  Fisher 
said.  “It’s  a  very  large 
park.  It’s  a  really  big  area 
this  year.” 

It  will  begin  at  6  p.m. 
and  the  fireworks  will 
begin  around  9:45  p.m.  or 
10  p.m. 

Fisher  said  there  is  no 
admission  for  the  event 
and  anyone  is  welcome  to 
come.  But,  he  said,  there 
will  be  a  $5  fee  per  car  to 
park.  Parkers  will  be  given 
a  $5  voucher  that  can  be 
used  at  the  concession 
stand,  Fisher  said. 

“We’re  a  little  nervous 
about  being  able  to  control 
the  parking,”  Fisher  said. 
“We  need  to  be  able  to  con¬ 
trol  the  traffic.” 

Fisher  said  everyone  is 
encouraged  to  enter  the 
park  through  the  Oddville 
entrance. 

Concessions  for  fund 
raising  will  be  run  by  the 
Rotary  club.  Fisher  said 
they  have  about  50  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  club  and  about 
40  will  be  participating. 

Lawn  chairs  and  food 
can  be  brought  to  the 
event.  Fisher  said  some 
bleachers  will  be  avail¬ 
able. 

After  beginning  at  6 
p.m.  there  will  be  a  flag 
raising  and  the  playing 
of  “Taps”  by  Rotary  club 
member  Bill  Selin.  Then  a 
local  band,  the  Blue  Collar 
Rebels,  will  begin  playing 
at  7  p.m.  until  time  for  the 
fireworks,  Fisher  said. 

The  band  will  be  set  up 
on  a  stage  that  will  be  out 
from  the  concession  area, 
near  the  picnic  area. 

He  said  there  will  also 
be  a  “kids  zone”  complete 
with  four  different  types 
of  inflatables  for  children 
to  play  on. 

“We’re  trying  to  have  a 
neat  event  for  the  commu¬ 
nity,”  Fisher  said. 

In  case  of  rain,  a  rain 
date  has  been  set  for  July 
1.  Fisher  said  if  it  rains, 
people  should  refer  to  the 
radio  to  find  out  if  the 
rain  date  will  be  used.

While  hearings  are  still  pend¬ 
ing  in  the  Kay  Brown  bankrupt¬ 
cy  case,  the  U.S.  District  Court 
trustee  is  seeking  the  return  of 
property  that  belonged  to  Jim 
Brown. 

Kay  Brown  has  dismissed 
all  counsel  in  her  bankruptcy 
case,  but  has  asked  that  she  be 
given  more  time  to  object  to  the 
court’s  discharge  or  to  sign  a 
waiver  of  discharge. 

Judge  Joseph  M.  Scott  Jr. 


granted  Kay  Brown  an  exten¬ 
sion  to  Aug.  9  to  make  any  objec¬ 
tion  to  the  debtor’s  discharge. 

Also,  a  hearing  on  the  objec¬ 
tion  to  debtor’s  claim  of  exemp¬ 
tions,  which  was  previously 
scheduled  for  June  21,  has  been 
reset  for  July  19. 

U.S.  District  trustee  James 
Westenhoefer  sent  letters  on 
June  13  seeking  to  recoup 
money  and  property  that 
belonged  to  former  Cynthiana 
Mayor  Jim  Brown  prior  to  his 


Dec.  23.  2008,  severe  stroke. 

In  correspondence  addressed 
to  Kay  Brown’s  brother, 
Westenhoefer  states:  “This 
letter  is  written  to  respect¬ 
fully  demand  the  turnover 
of  the  following:  $377,760.39 
cash;$39,654.04  cash;  and  a  Ford 
F-150  truck. 

Westenhoefer  also  wrote  to 
Sandra  Spurgeon,  an  attor¬ 
ney  with  Spurgeon  &  Tinker 
PSC,  who  was  to  represent 
Kay  Brown  in  her  Chapter  11 


bankruptcy  and  then  withdrew 
as  council  when  the  case  was 
changed  to  a  Chapter  7  bank¬ 
ruptcy.  He  asked  that  she  return 
$24,410.67  that  had  been  placed 
in  a  retainer  account  at  the  time 
the  Chapter  11  case  was  filed. 

“Since  you  were  never 
employed,  these  funds  need 
to  be  turned  over  to  me,” 
Westenhoefer  wrote. 

Of  The  Bolog  Firm, 
Westenhoefer  asked  for  docu-

Linda  R.  Smith,  57,  was 
arrested  around  4:15  p.m. 
and  charged  with  first 
degree  trafficking  in  a 
controlled  substance  and 
first  degree  prescription 
not  in  proper  container. 

She  is  being  held  at 
the  Bourbon  County 
Detention  Center. 

Jones  said  the  infant 
in  the  home  was  fine. 
However,  Social  Services 
was  called  to  assist. 

Jones  said  there  were 
several  other  adults 
inside  the  residence,  but 
Smith  was  the  only  one 
to  be  charged  by  Tpr. 
Kenneth  Leavell. 

Leavell  was  also 
assisted  at  the  scene  by 
Cynthiana  Police  officers. 

The  case  remains  open 
and  under  investigation.

Heading  back  to  class 

College  director  wants  to

Florence,  who  is  the  campus 
director,  is  already  armed  with  an 
arsenal  of  college  degrees  to  sup¬ 
port  her  beloved  MCTC-LVC.  She 
holds  a  bachelor  of  arts  in  English 
and  drama  and  a  Masters  in  educa¬ 
tion.  Her  latest  endeavor  will  land 
her  a  Masters  of  Fine  Arts  degree 
in  creative  writing. 


Florence  has  been  accepted  into 
a  brief  residency  program  that 
will  allow  her  to  work  from  her 
computer  as  well  as  attend  classes 
in  Lexington  and  then  wrap¬ 
ping  up  the  40-hour  program  in 
Scotland  next  summer. 

“It’s  going  to  be  fun  to  be  back  in 
a  learning  environment,”  Florence 
said,  adding  that  it  will  be  a  dif¬ 
ficult  transition  from  educator  to 
student. 

She  will  be  taking  part  in  an 
Eastern  Kentucky  University  brief 
residency  program  where  her 
goal  will  be  to  work  on  and  finish 
her  novel,  a  fictional  piece  based 
on  Kentucky  history  and  the  out¬ 
migration  from  her  native  Eastern 
Kentucky  following  World  War  II.

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Finishing  life’s  race  unafraid 


I  know  I’ve  been  writing 
about  my  kids  a  lot  lately, 
but  if  not  for  column  fod¬ 
der,  really,  what  else  are 
kids  good  for? 

I  jest 

My  daughters  are  run¬ 
ners,  Alison  more  so  than 
Laura.  Alison  and  her 
husband  both  run  mara¬ 
thons  and  “fun”  little  13 
or  18-milers. 

Alison  loves  to  run 
around  her  historic  town, 
Alexandria,  Va.  She  likes 
the  history  and  the  scen¬ 
ery  and  the  Starbucks  cof¬ 
fee  at  the  end  of  her  runs 
as  a  reward  for  not  dying. 

She  wears  cute  running 
clothes  and  her  hair  in 
pig  tails.  She’s  foo-foo  that 
way,  although  she’s  not  at 
all  a  foo-foo  girl. 

Laura’s  more  the  foo-foo 
type,  but  not  that  much 
more.  However,  when  it 
comes  to  the  kinds  of 
races  she  likes,  she  pre¬ 
fers  the  mud  and  obstacle 
ones  to  the  distance  ones. 
She  likes  the  challenge  of 
potential  death  by  slimy 
mud  asphyxiation. 

This  August,  both  of 
them  are  signed  up  for 
the  Mid- Atlantic  Spartan 
Mud  Race.  On  the  Website 
it  says  to  expect  “fire, 
mud,  water,  barbed  wire 
and  occasionally  Hell  on 
Earth.  There  WILL  be 
obstacles  to  catch  you  off¬ 
guard.  Curve  balls,  so  to 
speak.” 

I’ve  been  reading  my 
daughters’  Facebook 
posts  back  and  forth 
as  they  anticipate  this 
upcoming  race. 

Laura’s  all  about  the 
adventure.  She  did  a  simi¬ 
lar  event  for  the  first  time 
last  month  and  sent  me  a 
text  when  it  was  over:  “I 
didn’t  die!” 

She  had  trouble  with 
a  7-foot  wall,  however. 
Something  about  slam¬ 
ming  into  it  instead  of 
climbing  over  it. 

Alison  is  apprehensive 
about  the  wall,  not  to 
mention  having  to  jump 
over  fire.  She  asked,  “How 
many  people  trip  and  fall 
in  the  fire?  I  don’t  want  to 
be  the  first  one.” 

Laura  told  her  they 
have  medics  everywhere. 
“I’ve  never  heard  of  any¬ 
one  falling  in  the  fire,” 
she  wrote.  “Besides,  the 
fire  is  really  low  to  the 
ground.  Mom  could  jump 
over  it.” 

Laura  told  Alison  not  to 
over  think  it  — just  do  it. 

When  Alison  was  little 
and  she  had  to  do  the 
turn-over  bars  in  her 
RE.  class  she  went  to  the 
playground  and  practiced 
until  she  could  get  it 
right  so  she  wouldn’t  be 
embarrassed  in  front  of 
the  other  kids. 

She  told  Laura  she 
wanted  to  practice  for  the 
Spartan  race.  She’s  think¬ 
ing  about  making  her 
husband  lie  down  on  the 
floor  and  hold  a  lit  candle 
while  she  jumps  over  him 
a  few  times. 

Laura  told  her  she 
should  practice  throw¬ 
ing  javelins.  She  wrote,  “I 
threw  a  grenade  last  race 
and  almost  hit  a  kid.” 

Alison  said  she  tried  to 
throw  a  water  cup  in  the 
trash  can  during  a  race 
and  nearly  drenched  a 
spectator  with  water. 

From  what  Laura  says, 
if  you  can’t  do  an  obsta¬ 
cle  you  can  do  a  bunch  of 
burpees,  which  are  not 
small,  delicate  belches 
or  seeds  for  your  gar¬ 
den.  Burpees  are  squat 
thrusts. 

I  think  I’d  rather  jump 
over  fire  —  or  maybe  not. 

Laura  said  even  though 
it’s  a  race  and  people  are 
in  it  to  win  it,  for  the 
most  part  when  someone 
is  having  trouble,  like  not 
being  able  to  get  over  a 
wall,  people  stop  and  help 
the  struggler  get  over. 

That’s  kind  of  like  the 
Christian  life. 

You  sign  up  knowing 
there’s  going  to  be  obsta- 
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cles,  that  you’ll  be  in  the 
mud,  that  you’ll  be  tested 
by  fire.  You  know  you’re 
bound  to  hit  walls  that  you 
think  you  can’t  get  over 
or  through  or  around,  but 
because  we  don’t  run  the 
race  alone,  there  will  be 
other  people,  also  in  the 
mud,  who  will  help  you, 


because  we’re  all  in  this 
together. 

That’s  what  the  church 
is,  or  it  should  be.  A  bunch 
of  people  on  the  same 
course,  slipping  in  the 
mud.  Sometimes  you  meet 
someone  who  pushes  you 
down  or  trips  you  up,  but 
not  many.  Most  will  give 
you  a  muddy  hand  to  hold 
yours  as  you  head  toward 
the  finish  line. 

Recently,  my  husband 
and  I  watched  a  TV  show 
about  one  of  those  mud 
obstacle  races.  It  showed 
two  men  and  their  70-year- 
old  dad  running  the  race 
together.  It  was  extremely 
difficult  for  the  dad,  but 
he  did  it.  He  finished. 


Laura  said,  “I  did  3.5 
miles  in  50  minutes.  I  was 
scared  of  the  wall.  I  ran 
into  it  and  now  I’m  not 
scared  any  more.” 

That’s  all  any  of  us  want. 
We  want  to  finish  the  race 
unafraid.  We  want  to 
hear  God  say,  “Well  done, 
child.  You  did  it!  Welcome 
home.”

At  Paula’s  Family 
Restaurant,  customers 
can  expect  home,  country 
cooking,  said  Wilson. 

She  said  one  of  their 
best  sellers  is  their  home¬ 
made  pies.  Wilson  said 
the  pies  are  made  with 
a  recipe  that  has  been 
passed  down  to  restaurant 
owners  in  town  after  the 
cook  from  Biancke’s,  who 
made  it  died. 

Butterscotch  pie  is  the 
big  seller,  Wilson  said. 

Other  popular  dishes 
include  all-you-can- 
eat  fish  on  Fridays, 
porkchops  and  a  Rueben 
sandwich.  She  said  they 
also  have  a  daily  lunch 
special  and  serve  certain 
vegetables  throughout  the 
week. 

Wilson  manages  the 
restaurant  and  also  helps 
prepare  food. 

“My  husband  and  I  both 


help  cook,”  Wilson  said. 

The  restaurant  offers 
smoking  and  non-smok¬ 
ing  sections.  Wilson  said 
rooms  are  available  to 
reserve  for  parties,  meet¬ 
ings  and  birthday  parties. 

They  do  not  currently 
serve  alcohol  but  Wilson 
said  a  license  is  in  the 
future.

Authorities  are  still 
investigating  a  barn  fire 
that  started  early  morn¬ 
ing  of  Wednesday,  June 
20. 

According  to  Cynthiana 
Fire  Chief  Jay  Sanders,  a 
call  was  made  to  dispatch 
around  1:13  a.m.,  for  a 
structural  fire  located  on 
Old  Lair  Road. 

“The  city  fire  fighters 
were  called  to  the  scene, 
however,  the  structural 
fire  was  actually  located 
on  New  Lair  Road,”  said 
Sanders.  “Since  city  fire 
fighters  were  already  on 
scene,  they  proceeded  to 
start  the  process  of  extin¬ 
guishing  the  fire.” 

Sanders  said  the  barn, 
which  was  located  at  2432 
New  Lair  Road,  was  com¬ 
pletely  engulfed  in  flames 
by  the  time  first  respond¬ 
ers  arrived. 

“The  property  was 
owned  by  Joe  Primpy,” 
said  Sanders.  “The  barn 
was  used  to  store  his 


equipment  in  including 
his  tractors  and  imple¬ 
ments.” 

Sanders  said  some  of 
the  equipment  was  still 
being  stored  in  the  barn 
when  the  fire  broke  out. 

Since  the  structure 
was  actually  located  in 
the  county,  Harrison 
County  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  was  called 
in  to  take  over  the  scene 
with  the  city  providing 
additional  manpower. 

“To  my  knowledge, 
it  was  a  complete  loss 
including  the  equip¬ 
ment  that  was  located 
inside,”  said  Sanders. 
“Fortunately  no  one  was 
hurt,  which  is  what  you 
want  out  of  those  types 
of  situations.” 

Sanders  said  an  inves¬ 
tigation  has  been  started 
in  order  to  determine  the 
cause  of  the  fire. 

At  press  time  the  inves¬ 
tigation  was  still  listed  as 
being  open.

ments  to  support  the 
money  the  firm  received 
from  or  on  behalf  of  Kay 
Brown. 

“My  goal  is  to  reconcile 
inconsistencies  in  various 
pleadings,  especially  con¬ 
cerning  the  source  of  the 
retainer,  understand  what 
monies  you  received  from 
[Kay  Brown],  her  brother, 
Roger  Kirk,  or  other 
sources  relating  to  [Kay 
Brown]  how  those  monies 
were  used  and  the  amount 
of  unused  retainer.” 

Also  dated  June  13  was 
a  letter  to  Challie  Bailey, 
owner  of  Parkside  Manor 
in  Cynthiana.  The  let¬ 
ter  requests  the  return 
of  an  antique  Chevrolet 
Corvair. 

Westenhoefer  stated 
that  he  had  reviewed 
documents  relating  to  the 
car  being  transferred  to 
Bailey  from  Kay  Brown. 

The  trustee  asked  that 
the  car  be  returned  volun¬ 
tarily. 

Another  of  Kay  Brown’s 
brothers,  Carl  Kirk,  was 
also  the  recipient  of  a 
Westenhoefer  missive 
requesting  a  return  of 
funds. 

According  to  the  letter, 
Westenhoefer  asks  that 
Kirk  return  over  $73,000

that  had  allegedly  been 
used  to  pay  off  Kirk’s 
loan  at  the  Inez  Deposit 
Bank. 

“On  behalf  of  the 
bankruptcy  estate,  I  must 
respectfully  demand  the 
immediate  turnover  of 
$73,168.18.  In-action  on 
your  part  will  not  make 
the  matter  go  away  but 
only  result  in  the  filing 
of  a  separate  adversary 
action  against  you  in  the 
bankruptcy  case,”  the 
trustee  wrote. 

He  also  asked  for  sup¬ 
porting  documents  from 
Paul  Nussbaum  and 
John  Carlton  of  the  law 
firm  Whiteford,  Taylor 
&  Preston,  who  was  con¬ 
tacted  as  a  proposed  coun¬ 
cil  for  Kay  Brown  in  her 
bankruptcy  case. 

Westenhoefer  stated 
he  wanted  to  reconcile 
inconsistencies  in  various 
pleadings,  particularly 
concerning  the  source 
of  retainers  fees  that 
the  firm  received  from 
Brown,  her  brother,  Roger 
Kirk,  or  other  sources. 

Westenhoefer  also 
asked  for  the  return  of 
$23,500  that  the  firm  held 
in  a  retainer  account. 

As  with  the  other  law 
firms,  Westenhoefer 
states  that  since  the  firm 
was  never  employed,  the 


funds  need  to  be  handed 
over  to  the  trustee. 

Finally,  a  letter  written 
to  Kay  Brown’s  daughter 
and  minister  husband 
asked  that  a  settlement 
be  reached  to  avoid  legal 
action. 

“I  have  reviewed  vari¬ 
ous  documents,  primar¬ 
ily  involving  your  home, 
and,  secondarily,  only  a 
pool  table,”  Westenhoefer 
stated.  “Let  me  stress 
that  I  cannot  and  do  not 
‘take  sides,’  but  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  the  payoff  of  your 
mortgage  as  well  as  the 
transfer  of  the  pool  table 
violate  bankruptcy  rules 
concerning  gift  transac¬ 
tions  with  ‘insiders’  (i.e. 
relatives  of  your  mom/ 
mother-in-law). 

Westenhoefer  states 
that  efforts  will  be  made 
to  reach  a  settlement  to 
avoid  the  Hutchinsons 
having  to  sell  their  home. 

“The  pool  table 
issue  could  simply  be 
resolved  by  it  being 
picked  up  at  the  church,” 
Westenhoefer  said. 

According  to  infor¬ 
mation  provided  to  the 
court,  Kay  Brown  had 
used  her  husband’s  funds 
to  pay  off  her  daughter’s 
$123,000  home  mortgage.

On  behalf  of  the  Harrison  County  Senior  Citizens’ 
Center  and  as  a  member  of  their  Board  of  Directors,  I 
believe  it  imperative  that  the  community  be  made  aware 
of  the  dire  financial  situation  in  which  the  Center  finds 
itself.  There  is  a  very  real  danger  that  our  services  will 
be  cut  or  severely  limited  due  to  lack  of  funding. 

The  Senior  Citizens’  Center  offers  many  programs 
to  those  who  live  in  Cynthiana  and  surrounding  areas. 
They  include  an  Adult  Day  Activity  Center,  Meals  on 
Wheels,  Lunches  at  the  Center,  Home  Care  for  shut-ins, 
exercise  programs,  field  trips  and  social  events. 

The  Center  is  currently  $50,000  in  debt.  The  building, 
owned  jointly  by  the  City  and  County,  requires  exten¬ 
sive  maintenance.  The  Center  is  financially  responsible 
for  those  repairs.  We  are  also  dealing  with  large  bills 
as  a  result  of  extended  contracts  that  cannot  be  broken 
without  severe  penalty.  Most  importantly,  state  pay¬ 
ments  are  very  late,  running  at  least  two  months  behind 
the  time  of  service. 

The  center  has  a  staff  that  is  hard-working,  dedicated, 
passionate  about  their  jobs,  and  extremely  overworked. 
Staff  positions  have  been  cut  to  an  absolute  minimum 
and  each  member  is  covering  two  or  three  other  posi¬ 
tions.  These  workers  are  the  face  of  the  Senior  Citizens’ 
Center  and  often  the  only  people  with  whom  a  shut-in 
comes  in  contact.  Staff  must  shorten  their  time  with 
each  client  in  order  to  make  rounds  or  make  home  vis¬ 
its  after  hours,  on  their  own  time  and  without  pay.  Staff

“To  my  knowledge  it 
has  been  five  years  since 
we  have  had  a  recruiter 
for  Harrison  County,” 
said  County  Judge- 
Executive  Alex  Barnett. 
“I  feel  that  the  time  is 


right  and  we  can  expect 
positive  things  coming 
from  her.” 

Bussell,  who  currently 
works  with  the  state,  has 
agreed  to  fill  the  position 
with  a  salary  of  $43,500. 
The  position  will  be  listed 
as  an  annual  contract 
between  the  fiscal  court 
and  Bussell. 

According  to  Barnett, 
the  county  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  paying  half  of 
the  salary  with  the  city 
paying  the  other  half. 

A  vote  was  called 
with  magistrates  Frank 


Henson  and  Larry  Wells 
voting  no  and  the  others 
voting  yes.  The  motion 
passed. 

Also  added  to  the  list 
of  full-time  employees  for 
the  county  were  Kevin 
Blackburn  and  Mike 
Jackson,  who  will  both 
work  at  the  county  barn. 

The  two  men  will  start 
July  2,  with  their  pay 
starting  at  $8.50  per  hour. 

Next  on  the  agenda 
was  the  issue  of  whether 
or  not  to  support  the 
continuing  work  of  the 
proposed  Parks  and 


Recreation. 

“What  the  Parks  and 
Recreation  committee 
is  wanting  is  a  vote  of 
confidence  to  move  for¬ 
ward  and  further  develop 
a  long-term  plan  and 
interlocal  agreement,” 
explained  Magistrate  and 
committee  member  Missy 
Lutz. 

No  further  discussion 
was  made  as  the  magis¬ 
trates  voted  to  continue 
moving  forward  with  the 
development  of  Parks 
and  Recreation. 

Magistrates  Brad 


Marshall,  Bradley  Copes 
and  Wells  were  the  only 
magistrates  to  vote  no, 
with  the  others  agreeing 
to  the  vote  of  confidence.

Barnes  Pro  clean 
entered  a  bid  of  $40,000

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Therapist  receives  training  in  ancient  technique

Touch  of  Health 
Massage  Center  is  adding 
an  ancient  technique  to 
its  list  of  pampering  and 
therapeutic  massages. 

Although  the  tradition 
of  MediCupping  body¬ 
work  therapy,  or  simply 
called  “cupping,”  dates 
back  to  ancient  China, 
Egypt  and  Greece,  it 
recently  just  found  its 
way  to  Cynthiana’s  own 
massage  center. 

“The  history  of  cupping 
dates  back  thousands  of 
years,”  explained  Tina 
Sullivan,  certified  mas¬ 
sage  cupping  practitioner. 
“Cupping  has  a  wide  list 
of  benefits  not  only  for 
the  patient  but  also  the 
therapist  who  is  adminis¬ 


tering  the  massage.” 

The  new  service  con¬ 
sists  of  the  massage 
therapist  placing  plastic 
cups  over  the  body  of  the 
client  after  oil  is  applied. 

Once  the  cups  are 
in  place,  the  therapist 
causes  a  suction  to  occur 
by  use  of  a  hand  pump 
vacuum,  which  lifts  the 
skin.  The  therapist  then 
uses  several  techniques 
such  as  general  moving 
along  the  body  or  “park¬ 
ing,”  to  gently  workout 
problem  areas  of  the 
body. 

“The  main  use  of  the 
cup  is  to  separate  the 
layers  of  skin  and  allow 
them  to  release  toxins 
and  old  blood  that  store 
between  the  layers,” 


explained  Sullivan.  “Once 
the  toxins  in  our  bodies 
are  released,  they  then 
can  be  maneuvered  by 
the  cups  to  areas  that  are 
designed  to  naturally  dis¬ 
pose  of  them.” 

Sullivan  said  the  tech¬ 
nique  can  be  used  dur¬ 
ing  a  traditional  hand 
Swedish  massage  or  as  a 
full  body  massage  all  on 
its  own. 

“The  technique  is  very 
gentle,”  said  Sullivan.  “I 
can  control  how  much 
pressure  is  applied  to 
make  it  as  soft  as  possible 
or  use  it  to  really  work 
out  problem  areas.” 

Aside  from  just  being  a 
pampering  tool,  Sullivan 
said  cupping  can  be  used 
to  treat  poor  circulation, 


insomnia,  cellulite,  ath¬ 
letic  stress,  both  pre  and 
post  operative  conditions, 
swelling  and  mild  cases 
of  fibromyalgia. 

“The  possibilities  are 
basically  endless,”  said 
Sullivan.  “I  can  use  cup¬ 
ping  to  either  workout 
severe  pains  in  muscles 
or  add  to  a  relaxing  facial 
massage.  The  uses  are 
very  wide.” 

Sullivan  also  noted  the 
new  technique  allows 
therapists  to  stay  injury 
free  and  help  extend  their 
careers. 

“It  is  no  secret  that 
therapists  do  have  inju¬ 
ries  due  to  their  job,” 
said  Sullivan.  “Some 
therapists  develop  hand 
and  wrist  problems  from 


years  of  massage  therapy 
work.  Hopefully  this  will 
keep  that  from  happening 
too.”

Citizens  speak  out  about  proposed  smoking  ban  for  Cynthiana

At  the  June  26 
Cynthiana  City 
Commissioners’  meet¬ 
ing,  many  citizens  spoke 
about  a  smoking  ban  and 
about  potentially  danger¬ 
ous  playground  equip¬ 
ment. 

Connie  Webber  spoke 
against  the  idea  of  a 
smoking  ban.  She  read 
a  letter  to  the  editor  she 
wrote  to  the  Cynthiana 
Democrat. 

“I  choose  to  patronize 
the  smoking  establish¬ 
ments  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible,”  Webber  said.  “We 
can  respect  each  others 
space  and  air,  simply  by 
distance  and  courtesy.” 

Webber  said  she  and 
others  have  been  collect¬ 
ing  signatures  for  a  peti¬ 
tion. 

Michelle  Warden, 
Harrison  County  Child 
Supportive  officer  and 
dispatcher,  also  does  not 
want  a  smoking  ban. 

“I  think  it’s  wrong  that 
the  city  says  we  can’t 
smoke,”  Warden  said. 

She  said  smoking  is 
not  illegal  and  said  she 
thinks  the  community 
needs  to  focus  on  illegal 
activities. 

Warden  also  said  she 
doesn’t  think  govern¬ 


ment  housing  should  be 
considered  a  government 
building  when  it  comes  to 
bans. 

“Tobacco  money  is 
what  builds  this  town,” 
said  Kathy  Hatterick. 

Sue  Whitaker  said 
she  thinks  that  if  a  ban 
is  enforced,  everything 
else  that  has  to  do  with 
smoking  might  as  well  be 
banned.  She  said  in  that 
case,  she  will  take  her 
business  elsewhere. 

“I’m  going  to  help 
shut  this  town  down,” 
Whitaker  said. 

A  citizen  for  the  smok¬ 
ing  ban  also  spoke. 

“I’m  a  citizen  of  here 
and  I  love  everybody,” 
she  began.  “Second  hand 
smoke  is  also  a  working 
safety  that  we  need  to 
address  as  well.  We  want 
to  honor  that  heritage 
with  better  health.” 

She  gave  some  statis¬ 
tics  from  a  survey  that 
showed  that  second  hand 
smoke  is  bad  for  one’s 
health.  She  said  nonsmok¬ 
ers  can’t  hide  from  the 
smoke. 

Brian  Williams  spoke 
about  playground  equip¬ 
ment  at  Rev.  Ross  Park. 

“It’s  time  to  replace 
that  playground  equip¬ 
ment,”  Williams  said. 


“It’s  in  pretty  bad  shape. 
It’s  time  for  the  city  to  try 
to  replace  that.  Somebody 
may  get  hurt.” 

“We’re  going  to  look 
into  it,”  Billy  Grayson, 
commissioner  of  public 
property  and  finance, 
said. 

Multiple  people  spoke 
about  the  poor  condition 
of  the  playground  citing  a 
dangerous  jungle  gym. 

“You’re  right,  we  need 
to  at  least  see  what  we 
can  do  and  get  some  pric¬ 
es,”  Roger  Slade,  commis¬ 
sioner  of  public  works, 
said. 

Slade  said  he  would  go 
to  the  playground  after 
the  meeting  so  that  they 
could  show  him  exactly 
what  needed  to  be  fixed. 

The  second  reading  of 
the  annexation  of  the 
Springdale  Extension  was 
approved.

The  Harrison  County 
Diabetes  Coalition  has  as 
one  of  its  goals  to  edu¬ 
cate  the  public  about 
Diabetes  and  to  help  sup¬ 
port  persons  with  diabetes 
through  cooking  schools, 
grocery  store  tours,  din¬ 
ner  and  speakers,  dilated 
eye  exams  and  emergency 
help. 

Dealing  with  Type  2 
diabetes  can  be  difficult 
at  any  age,  but  it  can  be 
especially  troubling  for 
teenagers,  who  must  also 
deal  with  the  pressures 
of  youth  including  self- 
image  and  self-worth.  As  a 
parent,  you  can  do  simple 
things  to  make  manag¬ 
ing  this  disease  easier  for 
your  teen  and  your  entire 
family. 

Obesity  is  one  of  the 
leading  causes  of  Type 
2  diabetes.  Helping  over¬ 
weight  teenagers  with  dia¬ 
betes  reach  and  maintain 
a  healthy  weight  may  help 
them  feel  physically  and 
mentally  better  and  may 
improve  their  glucose,  or 
blood  sugar,  levels.  While

If  you  and  your  fam¬ 
ily  have  not  been  active 
before,  it’s  important  to 
consult  a  doctor  before 
beginning  any  exercise 
regimen.  You  may  need  to 


start  slowly  and  gradually 
build  up  to  60  minutes  per 
day.  While  playing  sports 
are  a  good  way  to  get 
physical  activity,  it’s  not 
the  only  way.  Going  for  a 
walk,  dancing  and  jump¬ 
ing  rope  are  all  forms  of 
physical  activity. 

Additionally,  you  should 
make  sure  your  teen  is 
taking  medicine  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  their  doctor 
and  monitoring  their 
blood  glucose  levels.  When 
the  school  year  starts, 
you  and  your  teen  should 
make  sure  their  school 
nurse  and  teachers  are 
aware  of  your  child’s  dia¬ 
betes  care  plan  to  ensure 
they’re  eating  their  meals, 
eating  healthy  foods,  get¬ 
ting  physical  activity  and 
taking  their  medicine  dur¬ 
ing  the  school  day. 

Being  diagnosed  with 
Type  2  diabetes  is  a  life¬ 
changing  event  and  can 
be  difficult  for  anyone  to 
deal  with,  regardless  of 
age.  If  you  notice  behav¬ 
ior  changes  in  your  teen, 
it’s  important  to  talk  with 
them  about  it  and  let  them 
know  they’re  not  alone. 
You  can  help  your  child 


connect  with  other  teens 
with  diabetes  through  dia¬ 
betes  support  groups  or 
summer  camps.  Here  they 
may  make  friendships 
and  support  each  other.  If 
you  feel  your  teen  needs 
to  speak  to  a  professional, 
it’s  important  that  you 
help  them  connect  with  a 
health  care  worker,  social 
worker,  certified  diabetes 
educator  or  psychologist. 
Judy  Feeback,  School 
Nurse  is  on  the  Diabetes 
Coalition  and  is  a  very 
good  source  to  get  help  in 
emergencies  and  to  help 
your  family  understand 
diabetes.

Yankees  upset  Reds

The  top  two  seeds  in  both  Little  League  and  Coach-

It  is  a  scary  situation 
though  one  that  does  not 
happen  often,  thankfully. 

However,  I  did  see  an 
umpire  in  a  Little  League 
game  at  River  Road  Park 
take  a  pitch  in  the  ear 
the  other  night  when  the 
ball  bounced  off  the  hard 
ground. 


All  of  this  brings  hel¬ 
mets  and  the  type  of  hel¬ 
mets  used  in  the  various 
sports  and  in  some  cases 
the  lack  of  helmets  used 
in  others. 

The  most  often  heard 
solution  that  I  heard  to 
the  umpires’  dilemma  was 
for  them  to  wear  a  “hock¬ 
ey  goalie”  style  helmet  to 


protect  the  sides  of  the 
head. 

Some  catchers,  if  not 
all,  wear  a  similar  helmet 
in  baseball,  but  I  wonder 
about  the  umpires’  periph¬ 
eral  vision  and  the  ability 
to  call  corner  pitches  and 
the  like. 

However,  safety  should

There  are  also  head 
injuries  in  soccer  as  well 
as  baseball,  which  do  not 
make  the  headlines  like 
the  football  concussion 
issue  has  lately. 

There  are  at  least  two 
major  league  baseball  play¬ 
ers  who  are  on  the  disabled 
list  today  with  concussion¬ 
like  injuries  due  to  run¬ 
ning  into  the  wall.

There  are 
lots  of  simple  things  you  can  do  to  help 
your  young  child  learn  to  take  good  care 
of  his  mouth — especially  his  first  (baby) 
teeth.  Use  these  ideas  to  get  started. 

Tooth  Together  Time! 


Brushing  at  least  twice  a  day — after  breakfast  and  before  bed — is  one  of  the  best  ways 
to  take  care  of  teeth.  Help  your  child  become  a  Super  Brusher  with  these  tips: 


O  My  Turn,  Your  Turn:  Preschoolers  are  still  developing  the  muscles  and  skills 
*  they  need  to  brush  on  their  own.  Help  your  child  brush  his  teeth,  and  then  ask 
him  to  take  the  lead  and  imitate  your  actions.  Have  fun  as  you  remind  him  to 
rinse  and  spit  out  the  toothpaste. 


Round  and  'Round:  Show  your  child  how  to  brush  in  gentle  circles,  remem¬ 
bering  to  include  the  front,  back,  inside,  and  outside  of  his  teeth  (even  the 
ones  that  are  hard  to  reach!),  and  how  to  open  up  to  brush  the  tops  of  teeth.
